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WAR ON THE JOB-MAKERS 


If we don’t watch our steps 
and pay more attention to the 
notions of starry-eyed plan- 
ners in Washington for running 
our lives, we may wake up one 
of these days to discover 
that they have wrecked our 
job-making machine - the pri- 
vate enterprise economic 
system. These remarks are 
prompted by a fantastic epi- 
sode involving the General 
Electric Company. But General 
Electric is merely one skir- 
mish in a continuing battle 
by the socialist-minded 
planners, whether deliberate- 


ly or not, to first discredit 
and then fatally weaken great 
private corporations. Dis- 
crediting them makes villains 
of them. Then, after these 
private industries are weak- 
ened by government action, it 
becomes that much easier for 
the federal bureaucrats to 
dictate their management - if 
not to take themover entirely. 

Not long ago the government 
prosecuted certain officials 
of General Electric and other 
companies under the anti- 
trust laws for price-fixing. 
f course price-fixers should 








be prosecuted - all kinds of 
price-fixers including labor- 
boss price-fixers. We’ll let 
you know when the Attorney- 
General gets around to labor 
price-fixers — but don’t hold 
your breath. 

But now the government is 
threatening to break up some 
of the activities of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company; that 
is, force it to divest itself 
of parts of its business, if 
the company does not (read 
this carefully) sign a prom- 
ise not to sell its products 
at ‘unreasonably low prices. ’ 
In other words, the government 
is asking General Electric to 
do what some of its officials 
just went to jail for doing - 
fixing prices. It is also 
asking the company to let its 
competitors ride roughshod 
over it by agreeing not to 
reduce its prices under a 


THE WALKER CASE 

No doubt you noticed that 
Major-General EdwinA. Walker, 
a combat veteran of World War 
II and the Korean War, has 
been officially ‘admonished’ 
by an Army investigating 
board. Admonishment is sup- 
posed to be a mild sort of 
criticism short of real pun- 
ishment. But as the New York 
Times gleefully pointed out,

the rank of major in the 
United States Army. 

The whole Walker case is a 
weird combination of the 
power of a sensation-monger- 
ing little news-sheet, a 
panicky President, and an 
Army investigating board 
forced to pull the Presi- 
dent’s chestnuts out of 
the fire. 

The vendetta against Gen- 
eral Walker was started by a 
paper called The Overseas 
Weekly, which is privately 
published for American GI’s 
in Europe and Germany. The 
type of paper it is can be 
gleaned from the fact that 
the GI’s call it the ‘Over- 
sexed’ Weekly. General Walker 
had instituted a course of 


instruction for his troops 
in the nature and aims of the 
communist conspiracy. That’s 
what his troops are doing in 
West Germany - withstanding 
possible communist onslaughts 
from the East. And certainly 
it would seem an excellent 
idea that they know something 
about the nature of their 
enemy. Among a dozen or so 
books by eminent authorities 
which General Walker recom- 
mended to his troops was one 
-— a single one —- by the head 
of the John Birch Society. 
The Overseas (or ‘“Oversexed’) 
Weekly seized on this to 
smear General Walker. Amidst 
all the furor instituted by 
the communists and left-wing- 
ers against the anti-communist 
John Birch Society, President 
Kennedy panicked, ordered 
General Walker removed from 
his command, and the charges 
against him investigated. The 
charges, of course, should 
have been investigated before 
considering removal of a gen- 
eral with a fine record like 
Walker’s. But the President 
acted precipitately, and then 
the Army investigating board 
had to save face for him. 
Thus the mild ‘admonishment’ 
rather than censure or punish- 
ment. The Army board’s report 
is extremely vague on many 
points, but it did speci fic- 








ally squash the charge that 
General Walker’s instruction 
program for his troops had 
anything to do with the John 
Birch Society, which of course 
it did not. 

But the ‘Oversexed’ Weekly 
won its objective anyway in 
hurting the career of a pa- 
triotic American Army general. 
The Army board presumably 
‘admonished’ him for describ- 
ing former President Truman, 
Vean Acheson and Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt as ‘definitely 
pink.’ Whether General Walker 


“ALL THE NEWS...?” 

We mentioned the New York 
Times. Its slogan, as you 
know, is ‘all the news that’s 
fit to print.’ Of course the 
Times has a right to handle 
its news coverage any way it 
wishes. But since its influ- 
ence all over the country and 
on other editors is great, it 
has no right to object when 
others call attention to what 
has become an almost congeni- 
tal slanting or ignoring of 
the news. Kent Cooper of the 
Associated Press once wrote a 
fine book called The Right to 
Know. But you will never be 
able to exercise your ‘right 
to know’ if you depend on the 
New York Times - great as is 
its coverage of the news. 


did so or not, there is per- 
haps something to be said for 
Army generals keeping clear 
of these controversial poli- 
tical figures. However, as 
one observer asked, how else 
can Truman, Acheson and Elea- 
nor be described —- certainly 
not as green, or blue! But it 
still looks as though this 
whole episode could stand a 
good, clean airing by a con- 
gressional investigating 
committee -including a bright 
light on The Overseas Weekly. 


Here is an example. What- 
ever you may think of Senator 
Barry Goldwater and his 
views, you must admit that 
as the acknowledged leader of 
the conservative forces in 
America, he is news. A week 
or so ago Senator Goldwater 
made a commencement address 
at a Long Island college. He 
then returned to Washington, 
where he appeared before the 
publishers and editors of 
United Press-International 
and made a speech which was 
the first open, frank and 
slashing attack on President 
Kennedy’s foreign policy, with 
particular attention to the 
Castro blackmail deal. This 


was news — big news. Many 


ed 
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evening papers around the 
country carried accounts of 
Senator Goldwater’s remarks. 
In New York City the next 
morning the Daily News carried 
a major story on its first 
news page. Even the New York 
Herald-Tribune, which makes 
no pretension to printing 
‘all the news that’s fit to 
print’ carried a story on 
Page 6. The New York Times 
printed a small story on 


Page 13 about Senator Gold- 
water’s commencement address 
earlier the previous day. But 
nowhere in the New York Times 
could you find an account of 
his major address on the 
Kennedy foreign policy, made 
before a great newspaper 
association. So don’t feel 
too confident that you are 
getting all the news - or 
getting it straight -when you 
read the New York Times.

TWO TO READ AND RE-READ 


THE NAKED COMMUNIST by W. 
Cleon Skousen, 408 pages,En- 
sign Publ. Co., Salt Lake 
City, $4.95. 

NO WONDER WE ARE LOSING by 
Robert Morris, 248 pages, The 
Bookmailer, N.Y., $2.50. 

We first brought you news 
two years agoof Mr. Skousen’s 
truly remarkable book. The 
author was with the FBI for 
16 years, spent five years on 
the faculty of Brigham Young 
University and then served as 
Chief of Police of Salt Lake 
City. He is now field direct- 
or of the American Security 
Council. In his spare time 


(he is the father of eight 
children) he delivers about 
300 speeches a year. 

His book, a deserved best- 
seller, gives the essence of 
the history of communism, the 
rise of Russia to a world 
communist power, the inroads 
of communism in the United 
States and in‘addition answers 
fully five vital questions to 
which every aware American is 
seeking the answers. It is 
all presented with dispatch 
and with absorbing interest 
in a beautifully arranged 
book printed in large type. 

This is the eighth edition 








of THE NAKED COMMUNIST. We 
call attention to it again 
because it now includes three 
new chapters covering the 
most recent developments in 
the Red struggle to conquer 
the world. Due to its wide- 
spread acceptance, it has 
been possible for the pub- 
lishers to reduce the price 
despite the added material. 
Judge Robert Morris’ NO 
WONDER WE ARE LOSING has 
been a best-seller too, in 
spite of the attempts of the 
‘liberal’ press to ignore or 
pan it. It is now in its 
sixth edition and Judge Morris 
has added a final chapter to 
bring it up to date. Now 
president of the University 
of Dallas, the author had a 
distinguished and exciting 
career as counsel of the first 
legislative committee in New 
York State to expose commun- 
ist infiltration of the 
schools; as lieutenant com- 
mander in Naval Intelligence 
in charge of counter-intel li- 
gence and then of psychologi- 
cal warfareinthe Pacific; as 
a judge of New York’s Munici- 
pal Court; and as special 
counse] and then chief coun- 
selof the Senate Subcommittee 
on Internal Security. The 
result is that Robert Morris 
probably knows more about 
the inside workings of the 


communist conspiracy than any 
otherman except J. E. Hoover. 
His book is based on the 
diaries he kept during nearly 
two decades of a crowded 
career fighting and exposing 
the native enemies of the 
United States. He writes sim- 
ply and clearly, without 
frills. A most important 
phase of his book —- in these 
days of renewed attacks by 
the leftists and ‘liberals’ 
on congressional committees 
which investigate subversion-— 
is its exposition of how a 
congressional investigating 
committee really operates —- a 
very different picture from 
the distorted leftist version. 
Here, too, are the inside 
stories of many famous, and 
infamous, events — our China 
policy, the IPR investiga- 
tion, the whitewash of Sena- 
tor Joe McCarthy’s original 
charges which, had they been 
heeded, might have saved us 
years of woe; subversives in 
the United Nations Secretari- 
at and many other significant 
incidents. It is a mind-shat- 
tering story of subversion 
within our own borders which 
did and still does more harm 
to America than all the 
Soviet sputniks, moon shots 

and missiles combined.
